Quick Draw McGraw, and I'm going to talk to you 
about cartoon noises and how they're created. 


In The Funtastic World of Hanna-Barbera there is a 
‘special function in animated cartoon makingywhich is 
known as "sound effects.” THese are the zonks and 
the bonks, the boings and'the twoings, which are just a 
few of the thousands of noises which are needed to 
bring a cartoon to life. Actually, there are three 
different parts to.the sound department: One, the 
character voices created by actors and actresses 
reading from scripts. Two, the music selected to go 
with certain scenes. Three, the,sound effects, 

The film editor has the responsibilty of selecting the 
best sound effect 10 go with the animated action. A 
‘good sound added to the motion picture makes the 
Visual effect much better and helps bring a feeling of 
reality to the screen. 

The voioes for an animated cartoon are usually 
recorded first, then listened to, measured, and 
transcribed on animation sheets for the artist to design 
the lip action and general movement timing. The sound 
effects are for the most part, matched to the tinal 
animated action, 

‘The film editor does the cutting and splicing of the 
‘entire cartoon, getting it adjusted to the total time 
required, as well as synchronization of volos:and 
picture, Then, on an action by action basis the editor 
‘assembles a reel of sound effects that work with the 
animation. An editing machine, known a8 a Movieola, 
Is used by the editor to match the sound to the picture 
In the funtastic editing world of Hanna-Barbera the 
editors have @ whole library of sound effects. They 
make Selections from hundreds of available noises. 
Categories are listed in typical animation style. One 
{grOUp might be called crashes. Then, the crash group 
could be divided into big crashes, big long crashes, big. 
short crashes, etc, 

‘Another group might be called assorted hits. These 
‘would then be divided up into hard hits, metal bops, 
wood whacks, hollow hits, and comedy kionks. Some 
are given funny names such as zonks and bonks 


It the action calls for a skid or a slide before a hit, the 
‘editor has a variety of appropriate sounds that might 
be chosen, such as screeching skid, tire squeal, gravel 
grind, and the like. 

‘After a hit there is offen an after-sound such as a 
vibrating noise called a twoing, or boing effect, These, 
too, are widely used in animated cartoons. 


‘Once in a while the editor cannot find any effect in the 
library that fits the scene. When this happens itis 
necessary to create something to ft the occasion. 
‘Many effects are made in unusual ways, often far 
different than reality. For example, thunder might be a 
vibrating metal sheet, galloping horses can be 
clomping coconut shells, and a fire effect is created by 
‘crumbling dry straw or cellophane in front of the 
‘microphone. Experimentation often develops some 
‘very unusual and interesting cartoon sounds. 

The final work of the editor is to combine the sound 
effects, making a balanced sound track, including the 
Voices and music. With the proper blending of all these 
elements, animated cartoons come to ite in The 
Funtastic World of Hanna-Barbera. | guess I've 
‘sounded off about enough for now, folks. So this is 
your old pal, Quick Draw McGraw, leaving you with @ 
zip exit. So long, partners! Zoom! Ka-zoing! Boing!
